were trying to stop what 
little transportation there is. 
According to authorities these 
squads roughed up motorists whom 
they accused of carrying paid pas­ 
sengers. 
Negotiations Continue 
Negotiations between the CIO 
Transport Workers Union and the 
Philadelphia Transportation Com­ 
pany continued with both sides 
still far apart on wage issues. Con­ 
ferences were to be resumed at 
10:30 a. m. 
Not a trolley, bus or subway 
train stirred on PTC’s 1500-mile 
network which 
normally carries 
3.200,000 persons daily. 
And there were no taxicabs to 
take care of stranded travelers, in­ 
cluding plane passengers at the air­ 
port, or to rush emergency patients 
to hospitals. 
Cases of violence were reported 
this morning by m otorists who said 
their cars were stopped and search­ 
ed by roving groups of men. 
Police said Emanuel Taylor, 30.

Trial On Spy 
Charges Open 


MUNICH, 
Feb. 
16.—(INS)—A 
super-secret trial of the first of 
20 persons charged with spying for 
the Communist Czechoslovak gov­ 
ernm ent opened today before a 
U. S. military court in Munich. 
So strict are the security regu­ 
lations surrounding the trial, that 
the names of the person—or per­ 
sons—appearing before the arm y 
tribunal today have been withheld. 
A few minutes before the trial 
began, a defendant—described as 
a 
Czech 
National—was 
brought 
into Munich from an army stock­ 
ade. He looked to be in his late 
twenties, and wore army fatigues 
and handcuffs. The unidentified 
man appeared frightened. 
A heavy guard of American sol­ 
diers was posted around the m ili­ 
tary 
governm ent 
headquarters 
building where the trial is being 
held. 
The defendants are accused of 
selling im portant secret m ilitary, 
political and industrial information 
1o the Communist government of 
Czechoslovakia and, if convicted, 
could be sentenced to death. 
Eight officers constitute the tri­ 
bunal which will hear the case, 
which had its origin in a roundup 
of 20 persons Nov. 9. 
A military spokesman said that 
three of the trails will be public 
but the first and last w’ill he held 
in secret because the testimony, 
the verdicts and even the identities 
and nationalities of witnesses and 
defendants are valuable inform a­ 
tion.

Included in the Congressional Reorganisation Act 
of 1946 was a provision which would require Congress 
to declare a ceiling on the legislative budget by February 
15 of each year. Thi* ceiling was m eant to apply to the 
President’s budget which went into effect the next fiscal 
year. 
Congress, if it followed the letter and spirit of the 
act, would have agreed last Tuesday on the soundness of 
President T rum an’s $41,8r>8,000,0()0 budget for the fiscal 
year beginning next July 1. Federal expenditures and re­ 
ceipts are supposed to be—but rarely are—fairly well es­ 
tablished at this point. If expenditures outweighed re­ 
ceipts, Congress should have come up with recommenda­ 
tions for increased taxes to make up the deficit. 
But a few days before the deadline the House voted 
230 to 142 to postpone the deadline until May 1. The vote 
was almost strictly on party lines. This brought an im­ 
mediate charge from Republican House leaders that the 
majority party action amounted to a “ nullification” of 
the intent of the reorganization act. 
The Republicans are happy to engage in a little need­ 
ling in return for the criticism directed at the 80th Con­ 
gress for its failure to agree on a legislative budget. 
Two successive Congresses have been unable to com­ 
ply with the provisions of the act through circumstances 
which, on examination, seem to b<* beyond their control, 
so perhaps a suggestion by Representative Taber of New 
York has merit. It is: W hy not repeal this nonsense!

Pictures, charts, graphs—even motion picture 
films—have been thrown into the battle to make the com­ 
plex economics of business operations a simple story. 
Banks hflve climbed on the bandwagon. The sedate 
and venerable Girard Trust of Philadelphia has inter­ 
larded its 1948 annual report with cartoons and captions 
that might cause ultra conservative bankers to blanch. 
For example, a gauche suburban matron, done by Helen 
Hokinson of New Yorker fame, asks a stuffy teller in his 
bronze cage: “ Would you mind showing me how to kite 
checks?” 
The management of a sporting goods firm spiced the 
annual stockholders meeting with two films—one on foot­ 
ball and one on baseball—and a live exhibit showing how 
baseballs are stitched. The report showed th at sales and 
operating volume were off slightly. But if th estockhold- 
ers were depressed, the sight of a pair of shapely girls 
industriously stitching up baseballs at least helped di­ 
vert their minds.

To strengthen the defenses of western Europe will 
require large aid in the form of m ilitary equipment from 
America.

Approves Federal 
School Milk Plan 


The N utrition com m ittee of the 
L aw rence County C hapter of the 
A m erican Red Cross at its recent 
m eeting approved the action of 
the Newf C astle School board in 
accepting the federal aid m ilk for 
grade school children. U nder this 
program school children get one 
half pint of m ilk for four cents. 
W ithout federal aid this am ount 
would cost six cents. 
Because of the increase cost of 
m ilk a serious problem has arisen 
am ong fam ilies whose incom es do 
not enable them to buy an ade­ 
quate supply of milk 
Since m ilk 
is the richest source of calcium 
which helps to build body bone 
and teeth, it is im portant to take 
advantage of this m eans of adding 
an additional glass of m ilk per 
day.

D rinking m ilk in com pany w ith 
other children m akes it m ore ac­ 
ceptable 
to all. Thus habits of 
drinking m ilk are form ed w here it 
was som etim es refused at home.

Court of Appeals in New York 
Tuesday to uphold the closed-shop 
ban of the T aft-IU -lcy labor law. 
The action was taken by the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
The NLRB charged that the CIO 
National Maritime union failed to 
comply with a previous order di­ 
recting the union to change its 
Great Lakes' hiring hall policies. 
NLRB officials said the action 
marked the first direct court test 
of the Taft-Hartley law’s ban on 
closed shops. 
The 
NLRB 
filed 
a 
petition 
against the union and seven of its 
top officials. The petition accused 
the union and officials of making 
four Great Lakes oil tanker firms 
restrict their hiring to seamen fur­ 
nished through the union’s G n a t 
Lakes hiring halls. 
The 
board 
charged 
that 
the 
union divised this means to 
‘re­ 
quire the companies to discrim i­ 
nate acainst non-union seam en.” 
According 
to

NLRB, 
the 
union admits non-members to the 
hiring halls, ‘‘but it is only when 
no union m em bers are available 
that a non-m em ber is assigned to 
a job vacancy.” 
The NLRB found this practice 
to be unlawful in an ord er issued 
last August 19.
